THE  INDIAN  MASSACRE. 

SHERIDAN’S  REPORT3,  AND  A  LETTER  FROM  MR.  COLTER. 

From  despatches  just  made  public  it  appears  that  on 
the  1st  of  October  last  Gen.  Sheridan  wrote  to  the  War 
Office  : 

We  have  had  so  few  troops  in  Montana,  on  account 
of  expiration  of  enlistments,  as  to  be  unable  to  do  much 
against  these  Indian  mauraders,  but  the  regiments  are 
filling  up,  and  I  think  it  would  be  the  best  plan  to 
e  find  out  exactly  where  these  Indians  are  going  to 
spend  the  winter,  and  about  tbe  time  of  a  good  heavy 
snow  I  will  send  out  a  party  and  strike  them.  About 
the  15th  of  January  they  will  be  very  helpless,  and  if 
where  they  live  is  not  too  far  from  Fort  Shaw  or  Fort 
Ellis,  we  might  be  able  to  give  them  a  good,  hard  blow, 
which  will  make  peace  a.  desirable  object,  instead  of 
simply  keeping  the  troops  on  the  defensive.  While  not 
stopping  the  marauders  we  must  occasionally  strike 
them  where  it  hurts,  and  if  the  General-in-chief  thinks 
well  of  this  I  will  try  and  steal  a  small  force  on  these 
tribes  from  Fort  Shaw  or  Fort  Ellis  during  the  winter. 
They  number  about  1,500,  men,  women  aDd  childreu,  all 
told.” 

Adjutant-Gen.  Townsend  replied: 

“Referring  to  your  communication  of  the  21st  ult., 
relative  to  depredations  of  the  Piegan  Indians  in  Mon¬ 
tana,  I  have  to  inform  yon  tbat  your  proposed  action,  as 
stated  therein,  for  the  punishment  of  these  marauders, 
has  been  approved  by  tbe  General  of  the  army.” 

The  result  of  the  expedition  against  the  Indians  is 
thus  officially  stated  in  a  communication  to  Gen.  Sully, 
dated  Helena,  Montana,  February  3 : 

Of  the  173  killed  33  were  men.  Of  these,  15  only 
..„.e  such  as  are  called  by  them  young,  or  fighting  men. 
These  were  between  the  ages  of  12  and  37 ;  the  remaining 
18  were  between  the  ages  of  37  and  70;  eight  of  the  lat¬ 
ter  between  60  and  70 ;  90  were  women.  The  remain¬ 
ing  50  were  children,  none  of  them  aged  12  years,  and 
many  of  them  in  their  mother’s  arms.

Among  them  are  nine  young  men  who  escaped  during  i 
the  attack,  and  live  were  away  hunting.  The  lives  of  18 
women  and  19  children,  none  of  them  more  than  three  I 
years  of  age,  and  the  majority  of  them  much  younger, 
some  of  whom  were  wounded,  were  spared  by  the  sol¬ 
diers.  Red  Horn  himself  was  killed. 

“At  the  time  of  the  attack  this  camp  was  suffering 
severely  with  small-pox,  haying  had  it  among  them  for 
two  months,  the  average  rate  of  deaths  among  them  hav¬ 
ing  been  six  daily.  The  remnant  of  the  Piegan  Indians, 
with  the  exception  of  one  band,  upon  hearing  of  the  an¬ 
nihilation  of  Red  Horn’s  band,  and  fearing  they  might 
be  called  upon  to  share  a  simitar  fate,  broke  np  their 
camp  and  fled.  It  is  impossible  as  yet  to  arrive  at  a 
just  conclusion  as  to  the  real  feeling.  Tbe  punishment 
they  have  received  at  the  hands  of  the  soldiers  has  cer¬ 
tainly  spread  terror  among  them.  Still  it  is  hardly  “ 
be  expected  tbat  they  will  be  satisfied  without  the  i 
venge  that  an  Indian  naturally  craves.” 

Gen.  Sully,  in  a  letter  dated  August,  3,  says: 

“  I  intend  to  do  all  I  can  to  arrest  some  of  tbe  citizens 
of  Montana,  who,  about  ten  days  ago,  committed  the 
cowardly  murder  of  a  harmless  old  man  and  a  boy  about 
fourteen  years  old  at  Fort  Benton.  They  were  Piegans, 
a  part  of  the  Blaekfeet  nation.  These  Indians  were  shot 
in  broad  daylight  in  the  streets  of  the  town.  I  think  I 
can  arre3t  the  murderers,  but  doubt  very  much  if  I  c 
convlot  them  iu  any  court.  Nothing  can  be  done  to 
sure  peace  here  until  there  is  a  military  force  strong 
enough  to  clear  out  the  ‘  roughs  ’  and  whiskey-sellers  in 
this  country.  But  I  will  do  all  I  can  with  the  limited 
means  in  my  power  to  prevent  a  war  or  any  serious 
difficulties  between  tbe  whites  and  Indians.” 

Tbe  following  is  the  text  of  Gen.  Sheridan’s  dispatch 
in  relation  to  the  attack  upon  the  Piegan  Indians: 

[Tbe  substance  of  Gen.  Sheridan’s  dispatch  is  quoted 
in  another  column  in  Mr.  Grover’s  letter.]

would  be  more  effective.  Invite  them  to  dinner, 
and  you  may  cheaply  put  an  end  to  a  whole  Iudian 
camp,  without  the  least  risk. 

There  is  a  third  way  of  dealing  with  the  Indians, 
which  has  never  been  tried  ;  but  which  the  Even¬ 
ing  Post  hern  often  urged,  aud  will  now  once  more 
present,  as  Sherman’s  method  seems  to  us  and  to 
many  other  people  neither  effective  nor  humane. 
Let  the  government  refuse  any  longer  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  tribal  authority,  but  deal  henceforth  with 
Indians  as  it  does  with  white  men,  negroes,  Chi¬ 
nese  and  men  of  other  races,  as  individuals.  It  is 
neither  wise  nor  consonant  with  our  general  policy 
to  recognize  the  existence  of  independent  nations 
and  sovereigns  within  our  territory.  It  has  never 
been  done  except  in  the  case  of  the  Indians. 

So  long  as  we  deal  with  the  chiefs  as  rulers,  and 
the  tribes  as  nations,  so  long  we  not  only  perpetu¬ 
ate  aud  encourage  wrong,  bnt  we  actually  make  it 
impossible  for  an  Indian,  whatever  his  inclinations 
to  become  civilized,  unless  his  whole  tribe  goes 
with  him.  What  can  he  do  ?  He  has  no  rights, 

existence,  outside  of  his  tribe.  His  annuity  is 
paid  to  his  chief,  and  by  him  re-paid,  as  be  chooses, 
to  the  members  of  the  tribe.  An  offence  committed, 
by  one  of  tbe  tribe  is  a  stigma  upon  all,  honest  and 
dishonest,  who  beloqg  to  it.  If  an  individual 
Crow,  or  Blaekfoot  or  Piegan  were  a  saint,  be 
could  not  live  at  peace,  Unless  he  were  able  to 
make  all  bis  fellow  saints  also. 

Gen.  Sherman  wants  to  drive  the  Indians  to  sep¬ 
arate  reservations  ;  we  should  say  rather  drive 
them  into  the  most  densely  peopled  States ;  de¬ 
stroy  utterly  their  tribal  organization  ;  never  un¬ 
der  auv  pretext  recognize  the  authority  of  a  chief ; 
compel  the  Indians  to  come  into  the  settlements 
and  States,  aud  there  deal  witli  them  precisiely  as 
you  would  with  white  men.  That  is  the  only  solu¬ 
tion  we  know  of,  for  the  Indian  question.  No 
other  is  possible  ;  for  even  if  it  were  possible  to 
drive  all  tbe  tribes  on  to  a  great  reservation,  bow 
long  would  they  remain  there  in  peace  ?  How  long 
before  they  would  bar  the  “progress  of  civiliza- 

;>n.  ”  and  be  asked  to  “  move  on  ?  ” 

It  has  been  calculated  that  two  hundred  square 
miles  of  land  are  required  for  the  support  of  an 
Indian  family.  That  is  to  say,  they  feed  on  buffalo 

sumes  and  wastes  of’  this  kind  of  food  cannot  main¬ 
tain  itself  on  less  than  that  area.  Now,  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  secure  even  a  square  mile  to  every  Indian 
family ;  no  reservation  would  stand  ten  years  ;  and 
everybody  knows  that  to  crowd  thousands  of  Indins 
together  on  a  reservation  is  not  the  way  to  civilize 
them.  It  is  only  another  slow  and  cumbrous  way 
to  exterminate  them  ;  but,  as  we  remarked  before, 
if  they  are  to  be  exterminated,  arsenic  or  strychnine 
is  far  cheaper  and  more  certain  than  gunpowder  or 
any  other  means. 

“In  Montana,”  said  an  excellent  and  humane 
gentlemen  in  our  hearing  once,  “there 
good  Indians  but  dead  Indians.”  Tbat  sums  up 
the  result  of  onr  treatment  of  these  poor  savages. 
We  corrupt  them,  destroy  their  hunting-grounds 
and  thus,  starve  them,  and  then  we  shoot  them. 
That  is  not  worthy  of  our  reputation  as  a  great 
nation  ;  it  is  not  a  policy  which  we  can  uphold  be¬ 
fore  either  man  or  God.  Make  them  citizens, 
compel  them,  not  farther  into  the  wilderness,  but 
into  the  settled  parts  of  the  country ;  break  up 
ruthlessly  their  tribal  organization,  a  bond  which 
has  no  power  at  all,  except  what  we  give  it  by  re¬ 
cognizing  it ;  put  them  where  they  will  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  labor,  and  where  they  will  see  everybody 
around  them  at  work  ;  and  they  too  will  labor  aud 
presently  be  swallowed  up  in  the  general  commu- 
nity.

I  felt  it  more  than  ever,  when 
talking  df  a  colored  man  for  constable,  and  the 
necessity  of  his  being  able  to  write  and  cipher 
readily,  and  none  yet  able  to  do  this  business  well 
Mr.  Fairbank’s  letter  in  The  Standard  was  excel¬ 
lent  in  asking  government  aid  of  education,  as  a 
means  of  protecting  and  securing  more  teachers. 
Mr.  Nash  told  me  he  thought  the  Legislature  was 
kept  in  check  through  a  fear  of  Congress.  Although 
Gov.  Walker  told  tbe  Legislature  it  needn’t  be 
afraid,  and  now,  in  two  messages,  has  advised  the 
election  of  men  as  judges,  who  cannot  take  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment  oath,  trusting  to  Congress 
to  remove  their  disabilities. 

Congress  seems  to  pay  ao  attention  to  the  re¬ 
monstrances  of  Union  people,  and  goes  on  towards 
the  General  Amnesty  policy.

We  find  the  following  letter  from  Col.  S.  F. 
Tappau  of  the  Indian  Commission  in  the  Globe  re¬ 
port  of  the  House  proceedings,  on  the  2d  Inst. 
The  Indian  appropriation  bill  was  under  consid¬ 
eration. 

Mr.  Butler,  of  Massachusetts.  I  move  to  amend  the 
amendment  by  striking  out  the  last  word.

It  does 
him  great  injiffitice,  and  I  desire  to  have  read  a  letter 
from  a  member  of  the  Indian  commission  which  will  set 
tbat  question  at  rest  forever. 

The  Clerk  read  as  follows : 

Washington,  D.  C.,  February  28,  1870. 

Dear  Sir:— During  the  debate  to-day  on  the  Indian  ap¬ 
propriation  bill,  Gen.  William  S.  Harney,  United  States 
Army,  was  referred  to  as  having,  immediately  after  his 
fight  with  the  Sionx  Indians  at  Ash  Hollow,  expressed  a 
sentiment  justifying  the  assassination  of  women  and 
children  in  our  conflicts  with  Indians.  The  statement 
does  a  gross  injustice  to  Gen.  Harney,  and  has  no  foun¬ 
dation  in  fact.

THE  SITUATION  IN  TENNESSEE. 

FROM  AN  OCCASIONAL  CORRESPONDENT. 

Knoxville,  March  4th,  1870. 

It  was  once  thought  that  South  Carolina  was  a 
seething  cauldron  and  concentrated  centre  of  dis¬ 
loyalty,  rebellion  and  revolution.  If  such 
true,  it  is  not  so  now,  comparatively.  Either 
Tennessee  or  Kentucky  may  now  claim  the  right 
of  disloyal,  rebellions  and  revolutionary  royalty— 
the  home  office  of  State  rights  aristocracy. 

But  1  deal  now  specially  with  Tennessee.  Here, 
in  1861,  the  voracious  appetites  of  the  slave  aris¬ 
tocracy  were  whetted  to  the  highest  degree  under 
the  leadership  of  sueh  disloyal  experts  as  Isbam 
G.  Harris. 

Under  advance  authority— the  military  confeder¬ 
ate  league,  6th  of  May,  1861— the  people’s  avail¬ 
able  funds,  even  those  designed  for  the  sacred 
purposes  of  education,  were  exchanged  for  guns, 
powder  and  ball ;  and  soon  the  mountain  passes 
toward  the  North  were  guarded  by  gray  jackets  to 
shoot  down  or  drag  to  Southern  prisons  those  who 
sought  to  flee  to  their  country’s  standard  and  bare 
their  honest  bosoms  in  its  defense.  More  than  60,- 
000  rebel  soldiers  were  thrown  forward  against  the 
government  from  Tennessee ;  and  under  severe 
difficulties,  some  30,000  reached  a  place  where 
they  might  become  Union  soldiers. 

Before  the  storms  and  clouds  of  fierce  war  were 
over,  the  people  (mostly  of  East  Tennessee),  sup¬ 
porting  this  loyal  30,000  in  arms,  took  up  the  old 
Constitution  and  form  of  government,  amended  it 


have  the  advantages  of  civil  government ;  and,  by 
tbe  aid  of  Congress,  not  only  govern  themselves, 
bnt  govern  those  whose  bands  were  unlawfully  red 
with  their  brother’s  blood  and  whose  skirts  were 
shamefully  stained  with  perfidy  aud  treason. 

It  is,  now,  a  notorious  faet,  that  this  rebellions, 
law-defying  majority  of  Tennessee,  in  August  last- ! 
openly  assaulted,  and  with  swift  malignant  haste 
struck  down  and  trampled  under  foot  the  old  Con¬ 
stitution  amended  in  1865  ;  and  that  they  were 
aided  in  their  assault  by  tbe  open  treachery  of  one 
who  acted  as  Governor ;  the  action,  nnder  the 
forms  of  law,  being  through  appointed  officers  who 
were  known  to  be  eagerly  willing  to  open  the  strong 
gates  of  the  citadel  and  not  only  permit  bnt  invite 
the  enemy  to  come  in,  sack,  pillage  and  plunder  at 
will.  The  action  was  simply  an  open,  unlawful  de¬ 
parture  from  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  republi¬ 
can  form  of  State  government :  and  tbe  result  was 
the  foisting  into  exeentive  anil  legislative  power 
the  avowed  enemies  of  the  reconstructed  State 
government. 

The  work  of  these  enemies  has  been  as  rapid  as 
it  was  designing  and  malignant.  All  laws  designed 
to  protect  and  elevate  the  loyal  citizens,  white  and 
black,  have  been  swept  from  onr  statute  books  ; 
and  with  greedy  haste  were  those  devoured  by  the 
rebel  democretic  legislative  jaws  which  provided  a 
common  school  education  for  all,  rich  and  poor, 
white  and  black,  and  those  providing  for  the  sup¬ 
pression  and  punishment  of  the  masked  Ku-Klnx 
assassins,— the  efficient  military  arm  of  the  revolu¬ 
tionists  of  the  State.  In  the  place  of  thoso  salutary 
laws,  we  have  those  of  new  rebel  legislative  birth 
that  place  the  black  man  in  a  condition  little  better 
than  bis  former  involuntary  slavery  ;  and,  in  some 
respects,  worse ;  for,  whilst  lie  has  not  the  care 
and  protection  of  a  master,  his  person  and  hard 
and  Buffering  earnings  are  placed  at  the  mercy  of  | 
the  unscrupulous,  aristocratic  landlord. 

Bnt  another  feature  I  must  not  omit  to  note. 

1  Under  a  panic  of  fear,  in  view  of  Congressional  in¬ 
tervention,  a  celebrated  Ku-Klnx  bill  Is  passed 
fixing  a  death  penalty  in  place  of  the  penalty  of 
the  former  law  of  fine  and  imprisonment.  The 
revolutionary  legislators  knew  that  the  law  would 
not  and  could  not  be  enforced  except  in  one  way, 
which  has  been  adopted  by  a  new  organization  and 
roll  of  tbe  masked  Klan— that  Is,  they  disguise 
themselves  as  negroes ;  wreak  their  Vengeance  on 
whomsoever  they  will,  and  the  only  ones  that  can 
likely  suffer  are  those  who  are  falsely  personated. 
But  another  aud  more  significant  step  is  taken. 
This  unlawful  legislature,  in  a  doubly  unlawful 
sense,  convene  what  purports  to  be  a  “Constitu¬ 
tional  Convention.”  Its  members,  to  a  large  ex¬ 
tent,  disqualified  under  the  Fourteenth  Amend¬ 
ment  ;  nine-tenths  of  them,  according  to  Senator 
Fowler— then  apologist— fresh  from  the  rebel  army, 
are  elected  by  those  disqualified  under  our  State 
Constitution  aud  laws  ;  aud  when  the  body  is  or¬ 
ganized,  it  makes  its  highest  rank— a  Major-Gene¬ 
ral — chairman.  Without  noticing  the  action  ofj 
the  body  in  detail  (which  is  well  in  accord  with  the 
character  of  the  body)  I  will  only  refer  to  tbe  fact 
tbat  the  Convention  iu  publishing  its  work  does  not 
profess  to  have  amended  the  old  Constitution,  but 
to  have  made  a  new  and  independent  one  ;  and  by 
its  express  terms  abolishing  the  old,  together  with 
its  authority,  ordinances  and  schedules  ;  and,  by 
an  assumed  act  of  conventional  sovereignty,  dis¬ 
places  tbe  old  government,  vacating  all  civil  and 
judicial  officers,  except  the  Acting  Governor  and 
Legislature.  This  exception  is  made  for  the 
sole  reason  that  the  excepted  officers  are  the  spe¬ 
cial  creatures  of  the  first  edition  of  the  rebellious 
revolution  which  was  performed  in  August  last 
Now,  it  is  but  natural  that  the  power  should  thor¬ 
oughly  wipe  away  the  constitution  and  form  of 
government  which  it  so  murderously  assaulted  in 
the  first  bold  onset.  If,  under  the  form  presented, 
this  new  constitution  and  new  form  of  government 
be  ratified  and  established,  so  far  as  tbe  act  of  the 
State  is  concerned  and  can  make  it,  the  State  will, 
by  open  revolution,  have  seceded  and  withdrawn 
from  the  Union— the  old  charter  having  been 
wholly  vacated  and  left  behind  ;  and,  if  Congress 
acquiesces,  we  will  have  the  “  Independent  Aris¬ 
tocracy  of  Tennessee.  ” 

In  conclusion,  I  note  one  other  important  fact. 
Whilst  the  Republican  party  was  in  official  power, 
the  rebel-democratic  organs  of  the  State  excused 
and  apologised  for  masked  Ka-Klnx-ism,  by  say¬ 
ing  that  it  was  a  necessary-  defence  against  law¬ 
lessness  and  tyranny.  The  Ku-Klnx  were  declared 
to  be  high-minded  and  honorable  men,  that  dealt 
out  swift  and  terrible  pnnishment  to  the  violators 
of  law  (meaning  what  they  styled  “  carpet-bag¬ 
gers,”  “ scallawags,”  and  “nippers”)  who  would 
escape  punishment  because  their  friends  were  in 
control  of  official  power ;  but,  now,  when  the 
friends  and  apologists  of  original  “  Golden  Circle- 

;sm " _ now  known  as  the  “Ku-Klux-Klan” — by 

open  revolution  are  in  power,  the  masked  assas¬ 
sin’s  bastinado,  halter,  blade  and  ball  are  still  the 
more  active,  and  for  a  good  reason.  The  openly 
lawless  have  a  license  to  action,  and  the  peculiar 
situation  has  called  back  to  the  State  a  large  ele¬ 
ment  of  rebel  “  partisan  rangers,  guerillas  and  li¬ 
centious  highwaymen,”  whom  the  stringent  laws 
and  administration  of  republicanism  drove  into 
Kentucky,  Georgia,  Mississippi,  Alabama,  Arkan¬ 
sas  and"  Texas  exile—11  refugees  ”  they  called 
themselves.  If  it  get  any  worse  than  at  present, 
the  loyal  people— white  and  black— of  the  State 
most  speedily  seek  a  healthier  latitude.  Possibly 
those  who  did  not  commit  the  sin  of  wearing  hon¬ 
orably  the  uniform  of  blue  in  support  of  the  old 
Stars  and  Stripes,  may  remain  and  live  if  tbey  ac¬ 
knowledge  their  farmer  errors  and  meekly  bow  to 
aristocratic  power. 

What  I  have  written,  is  strictly  true  ;  yet  its  ut¬ 
terance  may  cost  me  my  life.  A  few  days  since, 
Congressman  Tillman  from  this  State  published  in 
his  speech  two  letters  from  Col.  A.  G.  H.  Fletcher 
-our  present  Secretary  of  State-detailing  only

and  thongs  crossing,  aud  added  to  those  made  by 
the  overseer’s  lash ;  and  not  only  possibly,  but 
probably,  both  the  old  and  the  new  inflicted  by  the 
same  hand — the  first  under  the  protection  of  the 
slave  master,  the  second  under  the  guardianship 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  ? 

Is  this  free  Republican  America  ?  and  are  we 
American  citizens  ?  If  so,  “let  us,  "not  only  “have 
peace,”  bnt  protection.  “Justice.”

RECENT  OUTRAGES  OFFICIALLY  DESCRIBED — ALAMANCE 
COUNTY. 

Gov.  Holden  of  North  Carolina  gives  the  follow¬ 
ing  facts  in  his  proclamation  of  March  7,  declaring 
Alamance  In  a  state  of  insurrection  : 

On  the  26th  of  November,  1869,  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  who  was  engaged  in  teaching  a 
school  in  said  county,  was  taken  from  his  house  by 
a  band  of  men  armed  and  disguised,  and  was  by 
them  cruelly  beaten  and  scourged.  On  the  night 
of  the  26th  of  February,  1870,  a  citizen  of  said 
eounty  was  taken  from  his  house  by  a  band  of  men, 
armed  aud  disguised,  and  was  by  them  hanged  by 
the  neck  until  he  was  dead,  on  the  public  square 
in  the  town  of  Graham,  near  the  Court  House. 
And  more  recently  the  Postmaster  at  Company 
Shops,  in  said  county,  an  officer  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States,  was  compelled  to  flee 
the  county,  and  while  absent  a  band  of  men  armed 
and  disguised  visited  his  house,  with  the  purpose, 
doubtless,  of  taking  his  life,  and  this  within  a 
short  distance  of  Federal  troops  stationed  in  said 
county,  not  to  overawe  or  intimidate  good  citizens, 
but  to  preserve  the  peace,  and  to  protect  the  inno¬ 
cent  and  the  law-abiding.
